Ther- 
foe, men might baue a tuft occaſid 
to complaine of God, if by his bare 
arbiterment and wil, and without 
their own merite t deſeruing, they 
ſhoulde be pzedeſtinated vnto euer⸗ 
laſting deathe. * i. In dede, ſuche 
oblections are made comonly,foz to 
ſubuert the doctrine of pzedeſhina- 
tion, and foz to make it to be hated 
and abhozred of all men , but we 
oughte not therefoze to be affrapeyd 
to ſprake of it, as far fourth as the 
wozde of God, and the ſcriptures 
wyl leade vs, and ſhew a light vn 
to vs. Firſt andfozembft then, whe? 
any ſuche obtections be made , 03 
when any ſuche bayne thoughtes
